period of the receivership were 
periodically rendered by the re­ 
ceivers to the Mercantile Trust 
company, which was the complain­ 
ant in the receivership proceeding s 
before the reorg anization of 1S91 ; 
that since the company has had 
control of its property the accounts 
were all duly rendered to and ac­ 
cepted by the Mercantile Trust 
company, and that such accounts 
show that there were in fact no net 
earning s applicable to the payment 
of interest

represent.” 
The company is advised by its 
counsel and others that it has noth­ 
ing to apprehend from the case ex­ 
cept possibly annoyance. 


The Gate System. 
A bill has been broug ht before 
the leg islature of Louisiana de­ 
sig ned to prohibit the use of g ates 
on the platforms of passeng er cars 
in the state, the ostensible purpose 
of the proposed law being “ to pre­ 
vent the detention of passeng ers.” 
Representatives of the Southern 
Pacific who appeared before the 
judiciary 
committee 
to 
arg ue 
ag ainst the bill stated that since 
the g ates were put in use on the A t­ 
lantic system of that road in April. 
1896, the receipts from passeng ers 
had shown a decided increase. 
In 
the first six months there was an 
increase of 70,000 local tickets and 
of $39,000 in the receipts from lo­ 
cal passeng er travel. 
In 
the two years about 9,000 
people have presented themselves 
at the cars without tickets and 
have been sent back to the ticket 
office. 
The use of the g ates is in­ 
cidentally valuable in saving life. 
The number of passeng ers killed or 
injured in entering or leaving cars 
has fallen off, the g ates, which are 
not opened until a car is ready to 
stop, and are closed when it starts 
ag ain, serving to prevent many at­ 
tempts to g et on or off moving 
cars.

called attention to the fact that 
vestibules, which are just as bad a 
hindrance, physically, as the g ates 
(which are used on local trains), 
have not been complained of, hut 
have been hailed as the acme of 
convenience and luxury.
